Two Children End Silence Of 
Fiv e Years To Tell Grim 
Sto ry Of Scalding Death 
Of Bro ther, 4 . 


INDIANAPOLIS (ft — Two chil­ 
dren kept silent by fear for five 
years spoke out Thursday with a 
grim story that caused the indict­ 
ment of their mother for second 
degree murder in the scalding 
death of their brother. 
The Marion County grand jury 
returned the indictment against 
Mrs. Lucy Hawkins, 37, after her 
two older children, 
Russell 
L. 
Hawkins, 20, and Mrs. Patricia 
Gary, 19, appeared before it. 
Capt. Morris Settles of the sher­ 
iff’s department said the two told 
him of being beaten for years and 
also of being forced to beat the 
younger children. He said they told 
him they decided to tell their story 
after their mother broke their 
8- 
year-old sister’s arm because she 
brought home a bad report card. 
At the time of 4-year-old David’s 
death in 19 49 , Mrs. Hawkins testi­ 
fied the boy jumped into a tub of 
scalding water because he wanted 
to be first to take a bath. 
His 
death was ruled an accident. 
The woman’s husband, Harold C. 
Hawkins, 
41-year-old 
machinist, 
described her as “ the most sadistic 
and vicious woman I ever knew-.” 
Settles said younger children cor­ 
roborated the story told by the 
older ones. 
Settles said the children told him 
their mother threatened to whip 
them if they told their father the 
truth about the scalding. He said 
Hawkins 
said 
he 
tolerated 
his 
wife’s actions only to keep the 
children together and maintain a 
semblance of a home. 
Mrs. Hawkins and her husband 
have had 11 children, 9 of whom 
are living. 
“ It’s all a pack of lies that Rus­ 
sell 
told,” 
Mrs. 
Hawkins 
said 
angrily after her arrest. 
“I just 
spanked them when they needed 
it.” 
The children told Capt. Settles 
that their mother was boiling a 
metal tub of water for baths and 
that David soiled his pants. They 
said she placed the tub on the 
seats of two chairs and then sud­ 
denly‘thrust David into it, holding 
him there in spite of his struggles. 
They said she then took him to 
a doctor’s office nearby but the 
doctor was not in. Then she bought 
petroleum jelly and bandages and 
bandaged the boy. He died several 
days later.

INDIANAPOLIS UB-Gov 
Craig 
is planning a vigorous defense of 
the state and four of its officials, 
charged by the Civil Service Com­ 
mission with violating the Hatch 
Act. 
The charges were based on the 
circulation of pledge cards solicit­ 
ing voluntary contributions to the 
Republican organization. The gov­ 
ernor said Thursday night he had 
been given until Jan. 6 — the day 
the 1955 General Assembly con­ 
venes — to reply. 
He called the charges an at­ 
tempt by a federal agency to ex ­ 
tend its control over all employes 
of state government. 
The Hatch Act prohibits political 
pressure against federal employes 
or employes of state departments 
receiving federal funds. The Civil 
Service Commission held that it 
applied in this case because the 
federal 
government 
contributes 
$67,000 to the annual forestry bud­ 
get of the Conservation Depart­ 
ment. 
Named 
in 
the 
charges 
were 
Dox ie Moore, now- the govemor’s 
administrative assistant but who 
was state conservation director at 
the time of the alleged offenses; 
Ralph F. Wilcox , state4forester; 
Henry A. Beadell, assistant state 
forester, and Warren Palmer, ad­ 
ministrative assistant to Wilcox . 
Conviction by the Civil Service 
Commisson on the charges would 
mean that the officials could be 
removed from office and barred 
from reappointment for 18 months. 
The cards were circulated in 
March of 1953 and March of 19 54. 
Craig complained of the timing of 
the charges at the opening of the 
Legislature session, one of the 
busiest periods of his administra­ 
tion. 
Atty. Gen. Edwin K. Steers pre­ 
pared to defend Craig in the case 
and asked for 30 days in which 
to prepare an answer. 
“ Indiana welcomes the opportun­ 
ity of being an historic test case 
to limit the degree of federal inter­ 
vention in the individual states,” 
the governor said. 
“ It looks like Indiana is being 
made the guinea pig again,” he 
added. “It follows the same pat­ 
tern as the 1951 action of the Fed­ 
eral Security Agency on our wel­ 
fare policies. 
“This shows the evils as well as 
the peril of federal grants-in-aid, 
which in this instance are being 
used to further a bureaucratic con­ 
spiracy.” 
Moore 
said: 
“There 
was 
no 
coercion and no pressure. It was 
ex actly as it was represented, a 
chance for Republican workers to 
contribute to their party if they 
desired to do so.” 
Moore said some of those who 
contributed have since been fired, 
and others who did not contribute 
are still on the job. 
Craig said in supporting the four 
officials: 
“The filing of these charges is 
an unprecedented infringement by 
certain members of the federal bu­ 
reaucracy on the state of Indiana. 
“ By virtue of a trifling $67,000 
federal grant to our forestry di­ 
vision, an attempt is being made 
to deprive state employes of their 
right to participate in political 
activity.”

A few weeks ago we informed you of the 
possibility of Rushville obtaining a new in­ 
dustry and that certain interests here were 
prepared to erect a factor}’ building in 
which to house it. Well, not much has hap­ 
pened since that time. The officials of the 
company, a large outfit, have not yet come 
here to inspect the offered site, but it can be 
said that we are still very much in the run­ 
ning for this factory. 
Joe Pike, the Chamber of Commerce exe­ 
cutive officer, received a letter this week 
from the firm’s operations chief. He said, 
(1) The company is going to locate a fac­ 
tor}’ in the Midwest; (2) It is considering 
the purchase of a small industry in this area 
and is delving into the relative costs of buy­ 
ing the small industry or going into a new 
plant; (3) There is one other Midwestern 
community besides Rushville that is being 
considered but “its location is no better 
than Rushville and perhaps not as good;” 
(4 ) Representatives of the community com­ 
peting against Rushville have offered to 
build a 40.000 square foot plant which could 
either be leased by the company or pur­ 
chased by it on an amortization arrange­ 
ment; (5) Rushville would be expected to 
at least match the other town’s offer. 
That is the dope and the Chamber of 
Commerce group that has been working for 
more than a year on the project is not a 
bit downhearted over the prospects. They 
have been informed that a definite decision 
will be made within a month or so when the 
board of directors of the company, an East­ 
ern corporation, holds its meeting. We will 
try to keep you informed.

To i>e Relea sed 
Ahea d Of Time 


WASHINGTON ÜP1 — Th e Army 
said today it plans to release ah ead 
of time next May and June about 
44.000 draftees wh o will be nearing 
th e end of th eir terms of service. 
Th e Army announcement said 
present plans, wh ich require final 
approval, call for th e early release 
of inductees completing 23 and 22 
month s of service, respectively, in 
May and June. 
Th e normal 24-month service for 
draftees will be resumed 
after 
June. 
Th e Army said it also plans a 
comparable early release program 
in th e March th rough June period 
for 
approximately 
3.400 reserve 
lieutenants now serving th eir initial 
24 month tour of active duty. Offi­ 
cers wh o h ave volunteered for ad­ 
ditional period of active duty and 
wh o h ave been accepted by th e 
Army will not be released 
Th e early program is part of th e 
plan to speed up th e process of 
trimming down th e Army. Th e new 
program is aimed to cut off th e 
rolls by June 7 3.000 more men 
th an previously planned, leaving a 
force of 1,100,000 at th e end of th at 
month . 
Much of th e total reduction in 
strength , th e Army said, is expect-, 
ed to be obtained th rough a sub­ 
stantial decrease in draft calls dur­ 
ing each month beginning with 
Februarv. 
th*. 
Defense 
Depart­ 
ment annoji.ceft th at th e draft call 
for February will be 11.000. a de­ 
crease of more th an h alf from th e 
January call of 23.000. Th e 11,000 
month ly call is expected to contin­ 
ue at least th rough next June. 
Th e Army said in connection with 
th e planned early release of re­ 
servists th at th e program will not 
include officers of th e Women's 
Army Corps, th e Ch aplains Corps 
and th e medical service. 
Ah ead of th e Army’s announce­ 
ment it was reported th at Gen. 
Matth ew B. Ridgway h ad taken 
th e unusual step of writing Presi­ 
dent Eisenh ower to protest th e cut 
in Army manpower.
